It was arerwards seed- 
ed at the rate of two and a hall bush- 
els to the acre with oats, the ground 
being seeded to a depth of. three 
inches. This field consisted of 40 
acres, and when tue oats were thresh- 
ed in the fall of 1915 they yielded 4,- 
037 bushels, or an average of 101 bush- 
els to the acre. 

5) Land on ‘the same farm on which 
barley was grown was similarly irri- 
gated in the fall of 1914, and was plow- 
ed in the spring of 1915 to a depth of 
six inches, the area plowed-each day 
being’ harrowed the seme evening. 
The barley yieldud an average of 54 
bushels to the acre. 

Although neither oats nor barley 
was seeded early and the land for 
both crops was heavily fall irrigated 
and received the heavy rainfall of 
1915, yet the crops matured at an 
carly date with the yields above.stat- 
ed. 

On the-whole the net result of a 
season such as 1915 in Southern Al- 
berta, seems to prove that the soil is 
immensely fertile when sufficient wa-

Conditions in the West Appear Very 
Favorable For a Good Crop in 
the Coming Season 


Production is now fully recognized 
as the basic element in the nation’s 
strength, and the report that fgrms in 
the great wheat belt are in exception- 
ally good condition to receive the crop 
next year will be welcomed through- 
out the Dominion. Even if a repeti- 
tion of last year's’ phenomenal crop is 
not expected, the indications for an 
abundant yield will strengthen and 
sustain public confidence, This is 
highly important. While there should 
be no encouragement to extravagance 
or waste, it is desirable and necessary 
that business and productive industry 
should proceed, encouraged by an as- 
surance of prosperous conditions. lear 
of depression will bring depression in 
war time as in peace, and needless 
shrinkages will be avoided: by a con- 
fident outlook. 

That the ground is in an excellent 
condition to receive the crop, and the 
farmers are exceptionally well pre- 
pared for the work of seeding, is the 
statement of Mr. Geotge Lane of Cal- 
gary, whose farming and ranching 


It reaches the in-}operations are probably more exten- 


sive than those of any individual 
farmer in the Canadian west. In an 
interview published recently he said 
he had not, in thirty years’ experience 
seen the.ground in hetter shape to re- 
ceive the crop than it is now, This 
should allay fears arising through the 
common assumption that a crop like 
that of the past season exhausts the 
soil and will not be repeated until pro- 
cesses of restoration have been eftec- 
tive. The farmers have plenty of 
good seed and abundance of every- 
thing required for the opening sea- 
son. The ground is in excellent 
shape. If weather conditions are fay- 
orable in spring and an early start 
ean be made the empire’s granary 
may again be overflowing. 

The west is not unnaturally sensi- 
tive about advice freely tendered from 
the east regarding mixed farming, so 
it is gratifying that a representative 
western farmer should tell, with evi- 
dent satistaction, of the live stock 
output and the prosperous condition 
of this branch of farming. War may 
intensify the need for workers, but 
may also, with governmental courage, 
facilitate the work of providing re- 
quired assistance-—Toronto Globe.

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HER FORCE IS ON THE DECLINE 


THE TALK ABOUT PEACE AND WHAT IT -MEANS 


The Future of the World for a Century to Come is Just as Much 
at Stake in Settling the Terms of Peacc as It is in 
Winning the War 


The appeals for peace from neutral 
countries, obviously inspired by Ger- 
man-Americans, German-Swiss 


mistaakble sign that, Germany feels 
her force is on the decline. That be- 
ing so, it tollows naturally that the 
g200ne; 653 makes, or tries to make, 
eace, the better leverage for bargain- 
toe she will have. On the other hand, 
the entente powers are just as anxious 
for peace as Germany, but it must be 
eace on their terms. If the enemy 
not ready to accept these terms, 
the war will continue until she is. 

The subject of peace terms is, there- 
fore, of interest just now. Jt may be 
well to glance first at the terms Ger- 
many anticipated in case of defeat, 
when she was in the midst of her de- 
HMberate preparations for this war. 
They were published about seven 
years ago in a French magazine, in 
the form of a signed interview with 
a prominent German official, ‘whose 
name was- withheld for obvious rea- 
sons. The German stated that his 
countrymen had calculated the cost of 
defeat on the following basis: 

The surrender of Mev and Lorraine 
to Trance. 

The neutralization of Alsace. 

The return of Schleswig-Holstein to 
Denmark. 

An indemnity 
France. 

The cession of the Kameruns and 
Togland to lance. 

The cession of German last 
Southwest Africa to england. 

The return of Heligoland to Eng- 
land. 

The transfer of six German jron- 
clads and twelve German cruisers to 
England. 

An indemnity of $600,000 to Rus- 
sia, . 
Boundary nrectifications in favor of 
Russia. : ; 

It may nov be interesting to glance 
at the terms of peace in the event of a 
German victory. They were published 
shortly after the outbreak of the 
war, and it was stated later that, ow- 
ing to'the “serious inconveniences” to 
which the allies had put poor inoffen- 
sive Germany, they would probably be. 
made much more exacting when the 
time came to formulate them official- 
ly. The reader will notice the differ- 
ence between tho two sets of terms. 
The following represent the demands 
of a victorious Germany: 

The cession of all France’s overseas 
empire, amounting to 4,397,826 square 
miles, with a population of approxi- 
miitely 65,000,000. 

The cession of north-eastern France, 
which includes some of the richest 
iron districts in Central urope, and 
has numerous blast furnaces.and irpn 
works. Muse b is 

The demolition of all French forts 
on that frontier. . 

The reduction of the French army 
.to 200,000 (from three million). 

The signing of a treaty of com- 
nierce on terms to be dictated by Ger- 
many. — 

The payment of an indemnity 
$4,000,000,000, Germany to practically 
occupy the country — until two-thirds 
had peen paid in gold, 

France to abandon Britain and Rus- 
sia and sign an alliance with Ger- 
many for a period of 25 years. 

Those are only the terms to be de- 
manded from France according to 
Professor Hasekal. Fngland was to 
be oceupied by German troops and the 
British overseas dominions were to be 
taken over. Belgium was to be ab- 
sorbed, together with her Congo terri- 
tory in Africa. Poland was to be re- 
established as a part of Austria. The 
Russian Baltic provinces were to be 
given up to Germany. 

The German jdea of war is not self- 
flefence but plunder, and this was 
strikingly jllustrated when Bismarck 
visited London about half a century 
ago. He remained silent practically 
all the time he was being taken about 
tho priceless treasures of the museum 
or the royal palaces or art galleries. 
The historical associations of the ven- 
erable Tower of London left him un- 
moved. The exquisite haze that creeps 
about the river during the long Eng- 
lish twilight had no interest for him. 
But when he had seen everything, he 
roused himself from a fit of abstrac- 
tion and murmured _ ecstatically. 
“Wass fur plunder!” (“What a place 
to plunder”), 

That, however, by the way, It'may 
be well by way of conclusion to con- 
sider the terms of peace which, the 
victorious entente powers will demand 
from the beaten Germanic empires 
and their allies. The first step will be 
the restoration of Belgium, Serbia, 
Montenegro and Poland, with an in- 
demnity sufficient to rebuild ‘those 
countries and to take care of their 
ruined ,industries for at least twenty 
years to come. The frontiers of Ger- 
many must be readjusted to satisfy 
every legitimate national aspiration of 
those who have the misfortune to be 
her neighbors. Germany must be sep- 
arated from France by her natural 
boundary line of the Rhine, and from 
Russia py an autonomous kingdom of 
Poland.

the north, where thero are large num- 
bers of her sons under Austrian rule, 
and in Albania. Turkey will have to 
be thrown right out of Europe. Rus- 
sia, in that case, would probably ob- 
tain Constantinople in addition to ter- 
ritorial compensation in Kast Prussia 
and clsewhere. Japan will no doubt 
find satisfaction in the retention of 
Kiau Chau, and possibly some other 
portions of the German overseas em- 
pire. 

The indemnity question will, no 
doubt receive special consideration. 
Germany has crippled herself terribly 
in her mad adventure, but the allies 
must think of justice, before mercy, 
and in this connection any nonsense 
from the pacificist cranks must |: 
overwhelmed immediately hy the 
whole force of public opinion. The fut- 
ure of the world for a century to come 
is just as much at stake in settling 
the terms of peace as jin winning the 
war. There is just one other point 
worth mentioning, and that is that the 
allies should, and probably will, refuse 
to recognize the Kaiser or the govern- 
ment or any of those who are consid- 
ered to be responsible for the war. 
The German people will have to bear 
the terrible cost of it, and the allies 
should treat with them direct through 
their parliament.

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SIGNS THAT SHOW GERMANY FEELS 


THE 
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DOMINION DAIRY AND 
_ COLD STORAGE REPORT 


ADVANCE, 


Annual Report of the Work of the 
Dominion Commission 


It is doubtful if any subject, ex- 
cepting only the war itself, at this 
juncture in the world’s jJistory is 
commanding more attention than the 
products of the dairy, with which 
cold storage is intimately allied. 
Therefore, the report of the dairy 
and cold storage commissioner for 
the fiscal year ending March 31st, 
1915, recently issued, and which can 
be had on application to the publica- 
tions branch, department of agri- 
culture, Ottaya, will doubtless he re- 
ceived with more than ordinary at- 
tention. The commissioner, Mr. J. A. 
Ruddick, briefly records his experi- 
ence ona visit to Europe as. Canad- 
jan government delegate to the 
sixth International Dairy Congress 
held in June, 1914, at Berne, Switzer- 
land. Returning via England, he 
found that possible favor, command- 
ing even a better price than that of 
New Zealand, where special and un- 
remittent efforts aro being made to 
capture the British trade in dairy 
products, and where the cheese fac- 
tories have recently greatly increased 
in number. Canadian cheese, Mr. 
Ruddick testifies, has become the 
standard for all ‘importations. He 
paid a visit of inspection to the cen- 
tres of the Chedder cheese industry 
in Shropshire, Flintshire, and Che- 
shire and was surprised at its extent. 

An interesting account is given in 
the report of the extension of market- 
ing facilities and of-the operations of 
the Finch and Brome dairy stations. 
Other matters dealt with are the 
dairy herd records, excess of water in 
butter, inspection of weighing butter 
and cheese, the activities of the Pre- 
cooling and Experimental Fruit Stor- 
age warehouse, at Grimsby, Ont., cold 
storage progress, publications and 
meetings. An exceptionally full ap- 
pendix covering ninety-six pages, and 
divided into twelve sections, deals 
historically with the twenty-five 
years’ life work of the assistant 
dairy commissioner, Mr. J. C. Cha- 
pais, with the work of the chief of 
the markets extension division, in 
connection with which a quantity of 
valuable information is furnished 
regarding the needs and methods of 
the British and French markets with 
tables of prices of every variety of 
farm and garden produce and stock 
at each month in the war; and with 
dairy herd records: and tests in dif- 
ferent provinces. Reports in full are 
also furnished as parts of the appen- 
dix of the cold storage inspector, of 
the chief inspector of dairy products, 
of the fruit, cold storage and transpor- 
tation investigations division, and of 
the inspector of weighing of butter 
and cheese, the whole concluding with 
statistics of the total Canadian ex- 
ports and imports of butter and 
cheese. for the last 85 years, for the 
last seven years of the Canadian ex- 
ports of cheese, butter, cream, con- 
densed mill, casein and fresh milk, 
and for the last 11 years of the total 
exporis of cheese and butter by all 
countries. 


SOLDIERS. MAY HELP 
“WITH THE SEEDING 


Desirable That”as Large as Possible 
an Acreage be Planted This 
Year 
Men training for overseas service 
will be allowed to take part in the 
spring seeding throughout the Domin- 
ion. A short time ago E. N. Lewis, 
M.P., called the attention of the min- 
ister of militia to the fact that it 
would be desirable for. Canada to 
plant as large an acreage as possible 
this year, that a great crop might be 
grown and garnered for the benefit of 
Canada, of Britain and of her allies. 
General Hughes is therefore issuing 
orders through the divisional com- 
manders that men in units throughout 
the country may obtain leave of ab- 
sence from their military duties in 
the spring for a sufficient length of 
time to enalle them to plant the seed 
for the crops in every province in 
Canada. In doing this, Gencral 
General Hughes is tollowing the pre- 
cedent set last summer, when the sold- 
jers in training were allowed to help 

in the harvest. 


Canadian Boy Scouts Hut For Front 

A cable received by Col. A. BE. Sher- 
wood, Dominion Commissioner of the 
Boy Scouts in Canada, from Lieut.- 
Gen. Sir Robert Baden-Powell, the 
head of the Boy Scout movement in 
England, states that Major-Gen, Alder- 
son, commanding the Canadian army 
corps in France, has accepted a pro- 
posal for the erection of a recrea- 
ticn hut in the Canadian army area, 
which is to be provided by funds 
furnished by Canadian Boy Scouts.

Our Men Love the ‘‘Hymn of Hate” 
A midshipman was taking a party 
of captured German officers from a 
U Boat, which had just been snared, 
and which was being towed astern by 
another pinnace. The officers sat 
huddled astern and seemed very un- 
easy. 
One of them asked the midshipman [ 
if they were to be shot, and was much: 
relieved when he replied, “No, you 
were doing your duty, and we do not 
treat our prisoners like that.” With 
increasing uneasiness, the German ot- 
ficers begged that they might do or 
give something to show their grati- 
tude. . 

At last the midshipman said, “Oh, 
all right, then. Sing us the ‘Hymn 
of Hate.’ Whereupon the Germans, 
apologizing that “they had nod moch 
voices,’ stood up unsteadily and 
solemnly howled the. “hymn” through, 
to the intense delight of the crew of 
the pinnace. 

Live Stock Commissioner 

The Manitoba government has de- 
cided to appoint a live stock commis- 
sioner, the province never previously 
having had such an official. Part of 
his duties will be the carrying out of 
the Norris government's scheme to 
provide settlers with cattle. 


CHINOOK, ALTA. 
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CANADA CAN BUILD A 
HUGE RUSSIAN TRADE 


Dr. J. D. Prince Urges Efficient Means 
In Getting After it 


Dr. J. D. Prince, professor of Slav- 
onic languages at Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York, speaking at a lunch- 
eon of the Canadian Club at Montreal, 
impressed upon the club the import- 
ance of cultivating more extensive 
trade relations with Russia during the 
war, so that after the war was over 
the Dominion might bear its share in 
permanently ousting the Germans 
from Russian trade. There was a very 
large attendance and much interest 
was aroused by Dr. Prince’s explana- 
tion of Russia's advance during the 
past few years and the opportunities 
that are opening up for extended 
trade., 

He pointed out that before the war 
practically all Russia’s foreign trade 
was handled by the Germans, This 
huge trade could be taken over by 
Canada, in part at least, if it adopted 
the same efficient means of getting 
after it, such as working through trade 
agents, and especially training men 
at the universities and in business 
ways so-that they would not only un- 
derstand Russian conditions, but be 
able to speak the language. ‘This lat- 
ter, Dr. Prince emphasized, was

prime factor, and he advocated the 
establishment of work along these 


lines‘in at least two Canadian univer- 
sities, one in the east and one in the 
west. 


Testing Seed Grain 


Many Samples of Oats and Barley 
Show Signs of Frost Damage and 
Are Unfit For Seed 


Germination -tests made on oats, 
wheat and barley this fall at the Do- 
minion seed laboratory, at Calgary, 
show tbat ‘there are considerable 
quantities of oats and barley, par- 
ticularly in Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan which are unfit ‘for seed, The 
average percentage germination for 
Alberta oats is 68 per cent. and none 
of the samples of Alberta oats re- 
ceived have germinated up _ to the 
standard which is 95 per-cent. More- 
over the average preliminary count 
Which is made at the end of six days 
is as low as 35 per cent. Good seed 
oats should give a preliminary count 
of 85 per cent. to 90 per cent. and a 
final (14-day) count of 90 per cent. 
to 98 per cent. of vital seeds. 

Samples of oats received from Sas- 
katchewan are somewhat better. The 
average preliminary count is 60 per 
cent. and the average final count is 
86 per cent. Many samples show evi- 
dence of frost injury, these always 
giving low percentages of vital seeds, 
both in the preliminary and final 
counts. Alberta parley has also given 
low germination percentages. ‘The 
average preliminary (6-day) count ‘is 
52 per cent. and the average final (14- 
day) count is 70 per cent. These fig- 
ures are very low and indicate that 
considerable proportions of Alberta 
oats and barley and Sasalitchewan 
oats are weak in vitality and unde- 
sirable for-seed purposes. 

As one of the first essentials for 
a good crop of any kind is good seed, 
it is important that only good seed 
with strong germination energy and 
a high percentage of germinable 
seeds should be used. The germina- 
tion energy: of a sample is indicated 
by the percentage of seeds which 
germinate during the first four -or 
five days of the test. The premilin- 
ary count, therefore, is an index of 
the germination energy. If, for ex- 
ample, the preliminary count on a 
sample of oats is 25 per cent., the 
germination energy of the sample is 
very low, but if the preliminary 
count is 90 per cent., the germina- 
tion energy is strong. Two samples 
may vary as widely as this in the 
preliminary count, but may contain 
the same percentage of vital seeds 
—in which case the final counts 
would be the same. If the final 
counts only were considered, one of 
these samples would be thought to 
be as good as the other, while in 
reality one is good seed and the 
other undesiravle for use as seed. 
The sample with a high preliminary 
count will withstand unfavorable 
weather conditions at the time of 
seeding very much better than the 
other. It will give a more even 
stand on the field and a crop which 


will in all probability ripen some- 
what earlier. 
‘Farmers should satisfy themselves 


before seeding time next spring that 
their seed grain is of the best quai- 
ity. This can only be done by a 
germination test, conducted cither at 
home or at the Dominion seed lan- 
oratory in Calgary. Samples up to 
twenty-five In number will be tested 
at the seed laboratory free of charge 
for any individual or company in one 
year. Above this number 25 cents per 
test is charged, 

Samples from Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan, Alberta and British Colun- 
bia for test should be addressed to 
the Dominion seed laboratory, KBox 
1684, Calgary, Alberta, and postage 
paid by the sender, It is unneces- 
sary to send stamps for return post- 


age. For wheat, oats, barley and 
seed of similar size, about halfa 
teacupful should be sent for test; 


for seeds of smailer size, such as 
fldx, red clover, timothy, ete., half 
this quantity is sufficient. If more 
than one sample of the same kind 
of seed is sont for test they should 
bear some (listinguishing mark or 
number.

GOOD SHOWING OF COMMISSARIAT DEPARTMENT 


Three Good Meals a Day Provided for the British Troops, and 
Plenty of Warm Clothing Helps to Make Conditions 
in the Trenches as Favorable as Possible 


‘Movies Making Strong 
Appeal at Base Camps 


Military “Y"” Provides Entertainment 
In Many Strange Theatres 


Providing entertainment for Can- 
adian soldierg near the trenches in an 
old parn at night, without heat or light, 
is one of the interesting experiences 
of a Y.M.C.A. officer, as related ina 
letter just received from I’rance. 


“Recently a coionel sent in a request 
for a night’s entertainment for his 
Imen, but added that-it might be, wise 


his accommodations, as all he had was 
an old barn,” he writes. “We found 
the officerg ana ail the men assembled 
in the old barn, and, although witl- 
out heat or light, we had a merry 
evening. The piles of last year’s straw 
served as desirable seats for a large 
number, while the overhead beams 
were crowded with those who wanted 
uninterrupted views. The curtain was 
suspended among the cobwebs and the 
pathescope machine mounted ona 
couple of bully beef boxes, while the 
gramophone was honored with a smail 
table borowed from a farm house. 

“No audience at a famous theatre 
could have enjoyed the evening bet- 
ter than those chaps. When tre 
lphonograph played pieces they knew 
they all joined in, and several times 
during the evening they enlivened tle 
barn with selections that were not 
known when the first division left Can- 
jada. Eight ro}s of films were shown, 
and when at the close of the eveninz 
'the’ colonel called for cheers for the 
Y.M.C.A., they made the rafters ring, 
and an officer from the column, who 
accompanied me, said. ‘The ‘Y.’ sure 
has a place in the hearts of those 
men.’ 

“Rive nights a week are spent in 
this way, and so far the column have 
loaned me acar so that these paces 
‘ean be reached. They average eight 
miles from the central ‘Y.’ 

“Recently I asked an officer from 
an Ontario town te accompany Me on 
fone of these trips and operate the 
machine, which he gladly did. At the 
close of the evening he said: ‘Do you 
know, the last time I wag in the ‘Y.’ 
they put me out for using bad Jang- 
uage, and there I've run through six 
‘films and haven't sworn once.’” 


FIRE SPREADING IN THE 
ANTHRACITE COAL BEDS 


Blaze Started Sixty Years Ago Has 
Burned Through Immense Con- 
crete Wall 


The famous mine fire, which has 
been raging now for more than sixty 
years, and which started at Summit 
Hill, Penn., near the spot whera Phil- 
lip Ginter discovered anthracite coal 
in 1871, has burned through the im- 
mense conerete wall which the Le- 
high Coal and Navigation Company 
sank in front of it deep down into tho 
earth several years ago, at a cost of 
more than a million dollars. It is 
now threatening the mammoth vein 
in the Panther Creck valley, the larg- 
lest and richest vein of anthracite in 
the world. 

The wall, which was sunk into the 
ground to a depth of 100 feet, was 
fifteen feet thick, of solid concrete, 
and experts believed that the sub- 
terranean _ fire would never eat 
through it, but that it would pre- 
vent it from spreading any farther 
and eventually extinguish it. The 
fact that the flames have’ eaten 
through this huge barrier has caused 
heeava fears among the Lehigh Coal 
jane Navigation officials, who are now 
| 


putting forth every possible effort to 
prevent the fire getting into the vast 
beds of anthracite in the vicinity. 

A- large force of men are at work 
drilling holes deep into the earth, 
and into these openings water and 
slush is being poured directiy on the 
| subterranean fire, in the hope of pre- 
venting a rapid spread, if impossible 
to extinguish it. 


Already this fire has destroyed 
millions of dollars worth of coal, 
while the sixty-year fight to extin- 


guish it has cost enormous sunis.

Washington, was in Canada, acting ag 
a spy is a fact known to the Domlr- 
ion police. He was here prior to the 
war and for a few weeks after'the 
outbreak. 

At that time Caserta 


was not 


Jernians, but subsequently 
traced in different parts of the coun- 
try. Before he could be apprehended, 
however, he escaped. and has not re- 
turned. 
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AS most people know, there has 
never been # war, in which the Brit- 
ish cvommissariat department has 
made as good a showing as in this 
one, 

Although the food supplies are 
taken across from Britain, our troops 
always have their meals prepared for 
them—three times a day, good whole 
some food jin abundance. . 

The rations are carefully chose 
to support the constitution, and te 
avoid any possible stomachic com- 
plications. In this respect all the 
doctors agree the feeding of the men 
has been splendidly effective. 

There have been other troubles, of 
course, Last year there were han. 
which were inevitable, espec- 
jally in the French lines, and yet the 
cases Of illness due to the weather 
conditions and the discomforts of the 
trenches were negligible. This year 
the French Hich Command has 
taken every advantage of the ex- 
perience they gained during the last 
winter campaign, 

The French troops are better fed 
than the Germans. On the other side 
of the iro wall built across Europe, 
the Germans in the first line are 
given only one meal a day—at noon 
—and have to be contented at night 
with the coffee served out to them, 
or else with such provisions as they 
have been able to. buy for them- 
selves, 

The French commissariat has nev- 
er failed to provide the entire army 
with two good meals a day, and 
when the temperature | requires it, 
hot drinks—tea, coffee and fixed 
measures of alcohol—will be served 
out regularly.. . 

Excellent service is being rendered 
by the cuisines roulantes  (horse- 
drawn camp kitchens), which are at- 
tached to all the army corps at the 
front, and a light railway (two-feet 
gauge) has been constructed to Jink 
up the distributing centres with the 
various rail-heads, 

The troops have been well provid- 
ed with warm clothing, and wherever 
necessary they have received new 
uniforms. Special attention has Deen 
paid to the soldiers’ boots. ‘The 
smallest units now haye thelr cob- 
blers’ shops, and at the present 
moment new marching boots and 
puttees are being distributed liber- 
ally. For the trenches waders have 
been supplied, but ona of the Lest 
devices for keeping the men’s feet 
dry has peen found to be the or- 
dinary wooden sabot. Warm under- 
clothing of all kinds hag now been 
liberally provided by the state and 
more than one private organization. 

The most radical reforms that tho: 
French and British troops have adopt- 
ed, however, is, in the direction otf 
making the trenches_as comfortable 
and healthy as possible. 

A great feature of these improvis- 
ed barracks is the stove, the place 
of which in the front trenches ts 
taken by the charcoal brazier. Coal 
may be short, but in the firing line 
there is no scarcity of wood. For 
lighting it has been found that acet- 
ylene is both cheap and handy. 

The German newspapers talk. at 
great length of the arrangements 
made by their rulers to enable their 
soldiers to keep themselves clean, al- 
though, as a matter of fact, the Ger- 
man soldier is extremely dirty. In 
the French army as in the British 
the complete absence of all epidemic 
shows how well the high command 
has looked after the men from this 


point of view. very precaution 1s 
taken to ensure a good supply of 
drinking water, even jn places Hke 


the Champagne Pouilleuse, where in 
times of peace good water was ex- 
tremely scarce. 

All the men have received from the 
military doctors a series of short in- 
structions to enable them to prevent 
themselves from being frost bitten. 

A very large number of men are 
working on the roads, which are now, 
it is certain, better kept in the zone 
of the armies than those near Paris. 
Mechanical transport is being usea 
as far as possible, even quite near 
the firing line, {n order to spare the 
men all physical exertion which can 
be avoided. :

T is not possible at this time to get 
a line un the comparative strength 
of the navies of the world, 
as neither England, Germany, 
france nor Russia has made known 
the number of vessels that have been 
added to’ its fleet since the outbreak 
of the war. There is no doubt that the 
etrength of the different navies has 
been greatly increased, and it is said 
that this is especially true in Eng- 
land's case, 
There is Iittle*’ possibility, however, 
that any..foreign nution has built a 


battleship that equals in size and 
equipment the new United States 
superdreadnaught Oklahoma. This 


‘battleship cost approximately $15,000,- 


000. She has a displacement of 27,500 


tons and an armament of ten 14-Inch| 


guns, twenty-one 56-inch guns, four 
8-pounders, two 1-pounders and two 
8-inch fleldpieces, two machine: guns 
and 21-inch torpedo tubes. Her length 
{s 575 feet, with a beam of 95 feet, the 
portion below the water level being 28 
feet 6 inches, The battleship is man- 
ned by 683 officers and 1,009 men. The 
contract called for a speed of 20% 
knots an hour. 

The Oklahoma is fitted only for the 
burning of oll fuel, and for this reason 


there {s a vast saving in the space 
usually required for coal bunkers, For 
this reason also only one smokestack 
{s required, and she forms a striking 
contrast in appearance with the oth- 
er dreadnaughts now in service in the 
United States navy. 

The Oklahoma represents toa greater 
degree than any of her predecessors 
the united experience and thought of 
the various branches of the naval serv- 
!ce, and the officers of both line and 
staff unite in the belief that she is the 
most powerful vessel yet completed. 

The following table, covering the 
Oklahoma with the other modern 
American battleships in commission, 
shows the steady progression in bat- 
tleship construction in this country:

The chief duty of a warship is to main- 
tain her stability and her mobility and 
at all times present a completely pro- 
tected emplacement for her guns. In 
other words, she must not only carry 
her guns into the fight, but she must 
nurse them through all its savage 


All the Nation Joins In Honoring Memory of 
William McKinley on Anniversary of His Birth 


N Jan. 29, 1843, William’ Mc-' 


Kinley was born in the Ilttle 
village of Niles, O. He died 
in Buffalo on Sept. 14, 1901, as 
e result of a wound Infilcted by an as- 
sassin. McKinley was the twenty-fifth 
president of the United States and at 
the time of his death had just started 
his second term, All the nation joins 
Ohio in honoring his memory on the 
anniversary of his birth. His native 
state has made the day somewhat of 
a holiday, and memorial services are 
held in many clitles. 
McKinley is rememberéd as one of 
the most popular and loved presidents 


_that the United States ever had. The 


Republican national convention nomi- 
nated him for president in 1896, and he 


sty 
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was elected over William J.‘Bryan in 
the November election. During his 
term the United States engaged in war 
with Spain and at its close entered on 
a new era of expansion. In 1900 Mc- 
Kinley was renominated and re-elect- 
ed, he taking the oath for the second 
time on Morch 4, 1901. 

Accompanied by Mrs. McKinley and 
.a group of near relatives and friends, 
President McKinley, after spending a 
vacation at his home in Canton, went 
to Buffalo on Sept. 4 to visit tho Pan- 
American exposition. While holding a 
public reception in the Temple of Mu- 
sic on Sept. 6 the president was twice 
shot by Leon Czolgosz, a Polish an- 
archist. He lingered for a week, re- 
taining consclousness to the last. Ad- 
vised that the end was near, he re- 
sponded; “Goodby, all; goodby, 
God's way; his will be done, not ours.” 

William McKinley was married to 
Ida Saxton, daughter of James and 
Katherine Saxton, in Canton on Jan. 
25, 1871. They were the parents of 
two daughters, Katherine and Ida, both 
of whom died in infancy. Mrs, McKin- 
ley died on May 26, 1907. 

Now In process of construction near 
his birthplace at Niles there {s one of 
the most magnificent memorials to be 
found anywhere in the country, The

memorial was provided for by an act 
of congress signed by President Taft 
March 4, 1909, and was the first act 
that he signed as president. An asso- 
ciation was formed to carry out the 
work, and Colonel Joseph G. Butler, 
Jr., of Youngstown, the boyhood friend 
and companion of Mr. McKinley, was 
chosen to take active charge as presi- 
dent. 

The memoria) building when com- 
Pleted will be valued at more than 
$200,000 and will stand in a beautiful 
park donated by the town of Niles, 
valued at $50,000 additional. The per- 
sonal relics associated with the career 
of Mr. McKinley will be here assem- 
bled. There will be a library, a relic 
room, a public auditorium and head- 
quarters for the Grand Army of the 
Republic and Spanish War veterans. 
The cornerstone of this memorial was 
laid on Nov. 20, 1915. 

Concerning : the 
President Taft said: 

“Willlam McKinley was a man whom 
it was a great pleasure and inspiration 
to know. His high patriotism, 
steadfastness of purpose and devotion 
to duty, his gentleness, his cheering 
optimism, all endeared him to those 
who came into personal touch with him 
as well as to the general public, who 
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hammering so effectually that they 
shall be able to pour shells into the 
enemy until they have silenced or sent 
him to the bottom, 

In the case of the Oklahoma the 
armor belt ‘s thirteen and one-half 
inches thick and the casing of the 
barbettes thirteen {nches.

whose solution we have ever attempt- # 
ed, save only in the Revolution and in 
the civil war, and it was under his‘ 
leadership that the nation solved these 
mighty problems all right. Therefore 
he shall stand in the eyes of history 
not merely as the first man of his gen- 
eration, but ay among the greatest fig- 
ures in our national life, coming sec- 
ond only to the men of the two great 
crises in which the Union was founded 
and preserved.’ " 

President Wilson said: 

“I am sure I am expressing only the || 
feeling of the whole country when I} 
say that such a memorial as is being 
erected to him by your. assoclation ex- 
presses the deep admiration and affec- 
tlonate esteem not only of the people 
of Ohio, but of the whole nation, for a 
president who did his duty with con- 
scientious solicitude and who lost his 
life in its performance.”

The Throne of Serbia is not yet 
vacant, and the territory of Serbia 
Is sllll unconquered, In spile of the 
fact that its capital has been trans- 
ferred to a foreign country. The same 
remark applies..to Belgium, whose 
capital was removed to France early 
in the war, as was also that of Monte- 
negro a few days ago. There is not a 
sane observer of current events out- 
side of Germany who does not believe 
that each of these three kingdoms will 
be freed from the Teutonic invaders 
at or before the conclusion of the war, 
and that each of them will be terri- 
torially enlarged as the result of the 
whole international catacylsm. 

History abounds in precedents: for 
this view of the present situation. 
Scotland was overrun in the four- 
teenth century by the English army, 
and lrér crowned king was for several 
years a fugitive among the mountains 
of his own kingdom, but that kingdom 
was during the interval only in a state 
of suspense. Napoleon Bonaparte in 


{1808 made his own brother, Joseph, 


King of Spain, but the captive Span- 
ish monarch was restored after the 
explosion of the French army in 1814; 
an interval of seven years. Napoleon 
himself took Vienna twice and Ber- 
lin once in the interval between 1805 
and 1809 put it did not occur to anyone 
that these kingdoms had thereby been 
subjugated. To attempt to inflict a 
German king on either Serbia or Mon- 
tenegro would at the present stage of 
the war be regarded as presumptive 
proot’ of the insanity of the German 
monarch. 

Whatever delusions the Kaiser may 
still cherish about beating the allies 
into submission, there is not a com- 


jmander in his army or navy, not a 


statesman in his chancellory, not a 
dignitary among his ecclesiastics, -not 


ia professor in-his universities, not an 


economist or a financicr worthy of 
either title in his whole realm that 
regards such an outcome of the war ag 
a possibility. They know, if he does 
not, that Germany can permanently 
acquire no territory as the result of 
this war, and that it is possible, if not 
probable, she will lose some. They 
know that the allies can, by adopting 
a certain mode of warfare, cause her 
to choose between being choked to 
death and being bled to death. It is 
still open to Germany,to save some- 
thing from the wreck of the empire, 
but not even.that will be possible for 
any considerable — time. — Toronto 
Globe.

using an ordinary saw horse for the} 


supporting frame, and fastening the 
board to it with a large strap hinge.

The Retired Farmer is Not Always 
Contented in His New Surround- 
ings 


[ Jsvery spring in almost every sec- 
tion of the country {here is an exodus 
of middle aged and elderly farmers 
from the farm to the little towns—a 
sort of counter-movement to the back 
to the land migration of town folks. 
We have investigated many of these 
exchanges of the farm for the town, 
and we are convinced that in most 
eases the initiative has been taken by 
the wife, the husband acquiescing 
willingly or grudgiugly as his interest 
in his farm home was slight or deep 
rooted, 

But why do farmers want to sefl or 
rent their farms, give up the )abits of 
a lifetime and move into a cramped 
house in the town? Doubtless in a 
majority of instances the answer 
would be that the difficulty of obtain- 
ing help indoors and out, and the con- 
sequent hard work entailed upon the 
farm owner, make the change. desir- 
able or imperative. Then there are 
the wife and daughters longing for a 
liftle more liveliness and excitement; 
but at the bottom of it all is that 
restlessness and all impelling desire 
for a change which attacks every man 
when he has reached middle life. If 
one is able to withstand the disease 
for a few years, he is likely to find 
his familiar environment take on new 
attractions. Just now in our neighbor- 
hood this insistent desire for a change 
has gripped a number of my neigh- 
bors so hard that they are joining in 
excursions to Florida, in the hope of 
finding swamps, where, it is claimed, 
summer is perpetual, the alligators 
{good company, the neighbors rich, re- 
{fined and cultured, and where an as- 
iguret_ and ample income is derived 
from celery, asparagus, potatoes or 
some other single crop to which the 
land is alleged to be peculfarly well 
adapted. Some of our neighbors who 
have returned area full of enthusiasm, 
while others, and these are the more 
observing and successful at home, see 
nothing particularly inviting in the 
Florida prospect. 

What does ® man who hag lived and 
worked on a farm for fifty years or 
longer gain by moving to town and 
engaging in the monotonous task of 
kiling time? . In the first place ha 
gains leisure, if that is desirable. He 
E time to get into the front line 


whenever a fire occurs and the en- 
gines are brought into play; but even 
that novelty grows stale in time. He 
has leisure to visit the court room 
and witness the administration of jus- 
tice, as it is displayed in the trial of 
scores of trivial and petty cases; but 
he soon finds that it adds little to his 
contentment or satisfaction of mind 
and less to his income, And it is the 
paucity of his income that is a con- 
stant source of worry to himself and 
his good wife.- To get along on it at 
all it is necessary to skimp and pare 
and to sail close to the wind. What 
would happen if the crops should 
prove had and the tenant default in 
the payment of his rent, they dare not 
think; and so they find eventually that 
life in-the town is not all it was to 
their imagination as they discussed 
ithe prospect in. the sitting room back

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Careful Mating 


By A. P. Marshall, Niagara Falls, Can- 
ada, Breeder Niagradot White 
er Wyandottes 


We wonder how many can_ teil 
whether they have made proper mat- 
ings or not the previous year or can 
see any real reasons why certain 
things developed in the youngsters 
that were not expected. Do most 
breeders just pick out their best look- 


ing birds and put them together, trust- | 1) 


ing to luck for the coveted young 
stock that they wish to produce? Per- 
haps a good deal of the work of mat- 
ing can pe voiced in the foregoing sen- 
tence, but there is absolutely no ques- 
tion that will not bring always the 
desired result. Two birds of inferior 
merit with good blood lines properly 
mated may produce much better than 
two better birds that are not at all 
suitable to each other. 

Just what one might do or advise is 
very hard to know unless the available 
stock to mate up can be gone over, 
In a different flock somewhat different 
lines might be adopted and yet each 
although different might be the best in 
their respective cases. J5veryone has 
the Standard of Perfection as a guide 


or if they have not they should have. | 


Even for the producing 
poultry or producers of greater quan- 
tities of eggs careful mating will help 
materially. 
and remembering that size and shape 
aré very much imparted by the female 
and style and color by the male, birds 
may: be brought together, the one to 
offset the known faults of the other, 
The nearer alike these birds and their 
blood lines are the more nearly alike 
will their offspring be. This is why 
line-breeding is so much practised, for 
where the lines are similar they coin- 
cide or “nick” and reproduce their 
like. All definite forms or charts for 
indefinite breeding without using out- 
crosses invites that style ef breeding 
keeping lines for new blood distinct 
from all the other lines in the flock. 

This, of course, is a very big subject 

and one that invites considerable dif- 
ference of opinion simply because one 
fails with it while the other is suc- 
cessful. But outside of this entirely 
and whether one practises line-breed- 
‘ing or not, much can be done to im- 
prove results when the actual mating 
is done at the beginning of the preéd- 
ing season. 

Just how carefully the selection of 
the breeding pens is made at this time 
will determine the results showing in 
the chicks next fall. Vitality is such 
an essential thing that one is tempted 
to say that having this wiil insure 
good resultg and so it will as far as it 
goes. Without it satisfactory results 
cannot possibly be expected, so that 
it is absolutely necessary that both 
the:male and the female have vitality. 
Having it in both sides of the mating 
should assure it in the young stock. 

How the little defects have kept 
showing themselves in the growing 
chicks. Many times these wiil show 
the predominant faulty tendencies and 
corrections can be made by Sseiection 
to overcome these tendencies the next 
season. Very often we are inclined to 
think the male is considered the main 
‘selection and the greatest care to se- 
| cure the very best obtainable, but he 
feannot produce his full value unless 
ithe females suit him, This is where 
a great deal of disappointment arises 
‘for sometimes there is such an abso- 
[tute difference of characteristics that 
but a very few birds will be as good 
as the parents. 

Some breeders take weeks to get 
their matings made and frequently 
when a mating proves to produce ex- 
ceptional specimens will keep the mat- 
ing together as long as the birds pro- 
duce. They are afraid other birds 
mated with the same specimens might 
not produce as well . No, it is impos- 
sible to be too careful in this matter 
of mating and even after the matings 
are made if there appears room for 
improvement, it is well to make it and 
get the longest benefit possible from 
the improved mating. 

Of course, it must be understood, 
that it is fully assumed that all birds 
are in the best of health. Otherwise 
they have no place in any mating, 
More good chicks at the end of the 
season will be the result of a little 
,extra thought in making the matings 
followed up, of course, with the best 
of care and growing of the birds. 
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Divining Rod for Lost Shells 


An odd problem, which will be en- 
countered all through the fighting 
territory after. the war, is that of 
tpuarding against the exploding of 
shells which buried themselves in the 
ground without having exploded. 

In the section of France along the 
Marne, where the fighting was sharp 
| early in the war and from which the 
'Germans were driven, the peasant 
farmers already have found this dan- 
ger to be real. A ploughman at any 
moment may strike a shell that will 
| explode with sufficient force to kill 
| him and, his team. 


Various solutions have been sug- 
gosted, but the most promising is one 
worked out by a French scientist and 
considered by the Academy of 
Science. The plan is to go all over 
the farms with an electrical instru. 
ment that will give warning when a 
mass of metal is near.

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Economic Commission 
to Divide Up Work 


Staff of Experts Will:be Appointed to 
; Conduct JInvestidations 


The big problems which aré being 
attacked by the Dominion: Economic 
and Development Commission, espec- 
jally those in relation to conditions 
after the war, ‘are to be looked into 
by the staff of eXperts. There are 


nine members on the commission, and 
for them,all to visit the different parts 
of the country and investigate mat- 
ters at first hand the number is rather 
unwieldy. Senstor Lougheed and 
Secretary Black have been working 
on a plan which contemplates a divi- 
sion of the work and specific invest!- 
gation by experts. 

It is proposea to outline eight or 
ten subjects upon which detailed in- 
vestigation by these experts will be 
made. Primarily there is the ques- 
tion of immigration after the war, and 
the problem not only of selection but 
of location of the immigrants, and as- 
sisting them in getting a foothold in 
the country. Other questions are ag- 
ricultuval production, transportation, 
marketing and rural: credits.

Housing the Sheep

as well as any other class of farm 
animals require clean, dry sheller. It 
is especially importan® that the feet 
and fleece he kept dry. If their quar- 
ters are dry and clean the sheep will 
stand very cold weather without dis- 
comfort or disease. There must be 
ample ventilation, for sheep if closely 
crowded sweat badly and quickly use 
up oxygen in the air, but there must 
be no drafts i.3 sheep are very subject 
to colds. In the ordinary climate the 
sheep barn may he constructed of one 
thickness of matched boards. It 
should be large enough to house the 
ehtire flock without crowding. Win- 
dows enough to permit lots of sun- 
shine to enter and clean, dry bedding 
under foot are necessities. ‘fhe lamb- 
ing pens should be of warmer con- 
struction than the general shed.

Wounded Soldiers Are. Alive or 
Dead 


Three methods used in the rear of 
the fighting lines hy. army surgeons to 
determine in doubtful cases whether 
a soldier who has fallen is alive or 
dead are described in La Clinica Med- 
ica Italiana, and discussed in the cur- 
rent number of the Medical Record, 
‘The first of these-is to drop ether into 

the conjunctival sac of one eye. If 
this is followed by a reddéning-of the 
;conjunctiva, it atfords proof that the 
| circulation is intact, and that life 4s 
still present. The other eye is used 
4s a control. The second, test has been 
recently proposed, by Icard. It consists 
in’ the subcutaneous injection of fluor- 
escin, which, if the individual is still 
living, is soon followed bya yellow- 
ish coloring of the, skin and mucusa, 
The conjunctiva and the mucous mem- 
brane of the mouth, an@ particularly 
the frenum of the tongue, show this 
coloration most distinctly. The test 
consists in the injection of eight to 
ten cubic centimeters of a solution of 
20 grams of fluorescin and 30 grams 
of sodium carbonate in 100: grams of 
distilled water. A negative result is 
obtained in cases of marked slowing 
or enfeeblement of the circulation. 
as during the agonal condition. The 
third test has recently been proposed 
by Halluin. It consists in the direct 
exploration of the heart by means of a 
stilette. This is introduced throtogh 
® small incision in one of the inter- 
costal spaces. Any movement of the 
heart is communicated:to the stilette. 
In some cases of suspended animation 
it is possible to arouse cardiac activ- 
ity by means of gentle movements of 
the stilette, combined with artificial 
respiration.>Springfield Republican.

‘About Rural ’Phones 


form Many Useful Services 


Until recently the rural “telephone 


‘has largely served a8 a medium of ex- 
change between farmrs and for or- 
dering supplies from dealers :in town. 
But it has ben demonstrated that the 
rural telephone can easily perform 
other services of equal importance, 
There are now country districts where 
the telephone company has undertak- 
en to’ supply a daily news service. At 
a‘-certain hour’‘the. telephone rings 
five times. That jis the news signal and 
every, interested subscriber-along the 
line takes. down his receiver. ‘Then 
the central operator gives the weather 
| report, a-condensed market summary 
and important news. It takes but a 
short time to give this information to 
every subscriber, and the line is tied 
up only for a few minutes. | 

This idea may be carried still fur- 
ther. Where the telephone company 
is owned and operated by the farm 
subscribers themselves, the manager 
at the central office may act as a mar- 
ket agent. The ‘subscribers advise 
him of tho products they have for 
sale, and those they wish to buy. Near- 
by dealers and _ others who are “on 
the market” send him their wants. A 
complete list of the products demani- 
ed is made up and ‘read over the 
phone. The subscriber then notifies 
the manager of the business he will 
care for. Farmers are able to sell 
in fifteen minutes products which 
might take half a day to dispose of, if 
each buyer had to be personally visit- 
ed. It is a great idea. There are many 
other labor saving and _ profitable 
schemes / of a similar nature which 
can be worked out equally well over 
the rural ’phone.—Orange Judd Farm- 
er.

The Noose of Sea Power 


It Will Take Many Years For Germany 
to Recover From the Effects of 
the War 


Germany’s greatest privilege on the 
seas has been the free use of harbors 
of the nations with which she is now 
at war. Her great transportation 
lines have been built up through the 
utilization of terminal facilities offer- 
ed her by Great: Britain, France and 
Italy. She has sought in every way 
to avoid a rupture with Italy, because 
Italy has long served her as a matri- 
time base. If she is shut out of 
Egypt ‘as well as Italy, her last hold 
on the Mediterranean trade -is gone. 
Her'‘liners, except those to the two 
Americas, will become wanderers on 
the face of the seas. 

Germany was justified, in the main, 
in the valuation she put on the mili’ 
tary strength.of her opponents. Ter 
own resources were superior, But 
she grossly underestimated the value 
of the maritime superiority of the 
allies and the havoe which it would 
play with her prospects throughout 
the. war and after the war. Sea 
power is a noose in which the land 
power has more than once been 
strangled. ‘ 

So it will be again. Germany may 
win: campaigns and conquer enemy 
territory. But she cannot thus, end 
the war or secure her future after the 
war. She will have to face crushing 
war conditions even after she obtains 
peace. It will be years after hos-. 
tilities cease before she can expect 
to recover from the economic as well 
as the military effects of the world 
struggle into which she over-confid- 
netly rushed—New York Tribune.

Working Young Horses 


“Great Care Must be Taken Not to 


Overwork the Growing Animal 
Some young horses of good size and 
strength can safely. ve worked at two 
years of age, if they are worked mod- 
erately and handled with care and 
judgment. : 
The writer has broken and worked 


two young horses at two years of age, - 


and in both cases they turned out to 
be splendid mature animals. Both 
grew and developed right aiong till, 
they were five years of age, but they 
were handled with utmost care and 
fed liberally. 

It is not reasonable to expect a two- 
year-old or a three-year-old horse to 
do aS much wor!. as a mature animal. 
Tho young horse must be given “a 
light load at first; and it must not be 
pushed to its, limit during the first 
working period of its young life. It 
is best to work the young horse with 
a strong and’ reliable older one, giv- 


ing the younger one: advantage over 


the old. “A stay chain should: be used 
on the older storse so that he can 
start the load and even pull it by 
himself in hard places. The load for 
the team should never be excessively. 
heavy. 

Another {mportan‘ point in working 
the young horse is to never work him 
full days at first, and never crowd’ 
him to the point of fatigue, especially 
on warm days. Do not try to work 
the life and vim out of the young 
animal at first simply because he has 
life and vim. Such is apt to ruin his 
spirit and result in a slow or balky 
animal. You wish to preserve_ hi 
vim and spirit for later use. - 

And, py all means, fead the young 
working animal liberally of a variety. 
to furnish energy for work and mat- - 
erials for the building of rich blood, 
muscle, and bon. Feed some oats, 
corn, wheat bran, and alfalfa or clov- 
er hay, with a little ofl meal. The 
young animal must be built up in body 
as he works and grows.
